(53).  Sophomore  Dianne  Bruggeman  was  second  with  a 10.5  average,  while  classmate  and  Co- 
Captain  Trish  Dunn  blistered  the  nets  with  a 50.8%  field  goal  percentage  and  a 77.8%  free  throw 
percentage.  Trish  was  also  voted  Most  Improved  player  for  the  season.  Junior  Co-Captain,  Cindy 
Loeffelholz  led  the  team  at  the  line  with  a 83.3%  average. 

Defensively,  the  Blue  Machine  was  led  by  the  Outstanding  Defensive  player  award  winner,  fresh- 
man Joan  Wolf.  Joan  snared  110  rebounds  and  averaged  7.8  points  per  game.  Rushville  high  school 
graduate,  Lori  Kamp,  was  second  in  the  rebounding  department  with  93  rebounds. 

First  year  head  coach  Tim  Williams  saw  much  improvement  over  last  years  team  and  is  looking 
forward  to  a strong  season  next  year  as  no  players  will  be  lost  to  graduation. 

Sectional  play  saw  the  Women’s  team  losing  to  eventual  champs,  Luther,  by  only  10  points.  UD  then 
defeated  Clarke  soundly  before  bowing  to  Cornell  54-42.

They  couldn’t  play  17  of  their 
games  because  of  rain  and  other  weather  problems.  They  finished  the  season 
with  a 9-20  record;  0-12  in  the  Iowa  Conference. 

Highlights  of  the  season  included  a trip  to  Missouri  in  April,  a coubleheader  split 
with  Division  II  Northern  Iowa,  and  a split  of  four  games  with  crosstown  rival 
Loras  College. 

At  the  plate  the  Spartans  hit  a solid  .268.  Centerfielder  Mitch  Beatty  led  the 
attack  with  a .347  average.  Catcher,  Del  Gast,  also  topped  the  .300  mark  hitting 
at  a .311  clip.  Beatty  and  Gast  also  led  the  team  in  runs  scored  with  16  each. 
Shortstop,  Todd  Cox,  drove  in  19  runs;  Gast  had  17  RBI’s. 

Barry  Tolchin  compiled  a 3-4  record  to  lead  a Spartan  staff  that  had  a 7.43  ERA. 
Mike  Huber  had  the  lowest  staff  ERA  with  a 5.11  in  12  innings  of  work.  Fresh- 
man, Dan  Fleming,  had  a 5.14  ERA  in  21  innings  on  the  mound.

The  UD  men’s  track  team  had  a fine  season  under  the  direction  of 
head  coach  Donny  Carthel  and  assistant  coach  Tom  Akers.  This  was 
Coach  Carthel’s  last  season  at  Dubuque. 

Throughout  the  indoor  season,  the  Spartan’s  had  numerous  out- 
standing performances.  The  team  broke  and  established  18  school 
records. 

Leading  the  way  for  the  Spartans  was  junior  T.J.  Shirley.  T.J.  set 
new  records  in  the  880,  1,000,  15,000,  and  mile  runs.  He  also  ran  on 
the  record  setting  2 mile  relay  team. 

Other  fine  performers  were  freshmen  Allen  Jones,  Todd  Fippinger, 
and  Terry  Parsons.  Jones  completely  re-wrote  the  indoor  hurdle 
records,  and  Fippinger  and  Parsons  set  3 records  apiece. 

The  outdoor  season  found  the  Spartans  concentrating  on  three 
meets.  The  first  of  those  was  the  U.D.  Invitational.  The  Spartans 
easily  outscored  their  seven  opponents  at  this  meet  by  gathering  198 
points. 

Freshman  Allen  Jones  was  named  outstanding  performer  of  the 
meet  by  scoring  more  points  than  any  other  person.  Allen  won  the 
440  intermediate  hurdles,  the  long  jump  and  the  high  jump.  He  also 
ran  on  the  Spartans  relay  teams.  Other  winners  at  the  UD  Invita- 
tional were  Bob  Salinas  in  the  shot  put,  Jerry  Blanton  and  Rory 
Meek  in  the  high  jump,  Todd  Fippinger  in  the  220  yard  dash,  and  T.J. 
Shirley  in  the  mile  run. 

The  second  of  the  three  meets  was  the  Iowa  Conference  Champion- 
ship. Here  the  Spartans  placed  fifth.  Highlights  for  the  team  were  a 
1-2  finish  by  Keith  Graves  and  Bob  Salinas  in  the  shot  put,  and  a 1-2- 
5 finish  by  Rory  Meeks,  Allen  Jones  and  Jerry  Blanton  in  the  high 
jump.  Meeks  also  finished  third  in  the  triple  jump  and  Jones  took 
fifth  in  the  120  hurdles. 

The  final  focus  of  the  season  was  on  the  NCAA  Division  III  Track 
and  Field  Championships  at  North  Park  College.  Three  Spartans 
qualified  and  competed  in  this  meet.  Graves  and  Salinas  were  in  the 
shot  put  and  had  a series  of  fine  throws.  Neither  of  them  made  it 
through  the  tough  qualifying  round,  however,  Rory  Meeks  had 
cleared  6’8  V”  to  qualify  for  the  high  jump  but  failed  to  clear  the 
opening  height  set  at  6’6”.  All  three  return  next  year  to  lead  the 
Spartans  on  to  another  fine  season.

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STEFFENS  HALL 

STEFFENS  HALL 

Early  in  the  summer  of  1979,  the  Student  Government  Association  was 
informed  by  the  administration  that  the  University  had  received  a 
substantial  amount  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  demolition  of  Steffens 
Hall  and  the  construction  of  a new  classroom/auditorium  building. 
With  the  Severance  Hall  remodeling  project  completed,  Steffens  was 
already  abandoned  and  left  empty  late  in  the  summer  of  1979. 

With  its  55,000  square  feet  of  space,  the  old  hall  had  once  housed  the 
entire  University.  Literally  thousands  of  students  had  attended 
classes,  raised  Cain,  studied  and  lived  in  the  mamouth  structure.  The 
sentimental  attachment  for  the  old  building  was  strong  among  some 
alumni,  and  with  the  current  resident  students  feeling  the  pinch  of  a 
shortage  of  space,  the  stage  was  set  for  a tactful  but  sustained  confron- 
tation between  the  Student  Government  Association  and  the  Universi- 
ty Administration  and  Board  of  Directors. 

The  SGA  polled  both  the  student  body  and  the  alumni  and  found 
overwhelming  support  among  both  to  reject  the  bequest  to  the  Univer- 
sity and  attempt  to  raise  the  money  to  renovate  Steffens  Hall.  The 
SGA  contacted  local  architects  and  contractors  to  obtain  renovation 
estimates  (which  ranged  from  1.5  to  3 million  dollars)  and  attempted  to 
have  the  building  placed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Build- 
ings. They  also  presented  a petition  to  the  administration  to  save 
Steffens,  and  President  Doug  Kissinger  made  a passionate  yet  rea- 
soned appeal  before  a full  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  asking 
them  to  save  Steffens  Hall  from  the  wrecking  ball. 

The  Board  of  Directors  rejected  the  students’  plea.  Steffens  is  being 
demolished,  and  by  the  Fall  of  1982  a new  classroom/auditorium  build- 
ing of  approximately  13,000  square  feet  will  occupy  a part  of  the  space 
where  Steffens  Hall  once  stood. 

However,  even  in  defeat,  the  SGA  won  a battle  for  students  in  the 
never  ending  struggle  between  the  idealism  of  youth  and  the  practical- 
ity of  authority.  By  presenting  their  case  in  a responsible  manner  and 
by  utilizing  rational  approaches  to  a problem  rather  than  engaging  in 
the  politics  of  confrontation,  the  SGA  gained  new  respect  from  both 
the  administration  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  directed  its 
building  committee  and  the  administration  to  actively  solicit  input 
from  students  on  the  design  and  function  of  the  new  building  and  total 
campus  space  utilization.  Thus  far,  the  experience  of  the  students 
serving  on  the  Board’s  building  committee  has  been  positive.  Although 
Steffens  Hall  has  been  lost,  the  SGA  can  be  assured  that  the  new 
building  will  incorporate  student  suggestions  for  space  utilization,  and 
in  the  future  the  administration  and  Board  will  be  receptive  to  student 
ideas.
